Away with all the fussing a-bout middle- 
men; let; us hear no more.about slack methods in agriculture, 
for the-conn try is now producing practically aint is'capable 
of producing;, and there is only one solution of ilie^problem of 
the cost of living. That is good roads; according to this writer, 
who asserts that there is no lack of production and that all the 


_ tro'u'ble comes from (he-cost of getting the produce to market. 


The writer'evidenlly seTriul to niake a plea Tor good roads. 


His motive was highly commendable, but his'reasoning will 
not hold water or come anywhere near it. Good roads are 
altogether desirable. They are advantageous in many ways 
to the communities which have them, and they should be, and 
are being, constructed just as fast as the expense can be borne, 
and in certain cases the tax payers feel that the work is ad- 
vancing a little faster than is comfortable for those who foot 
the bills. However that 'may be, 'good roads are a gootl thing, 
but let no one delude himself with the idea that they will bring 
down the cost of living by niakjng' i| easier for tiie farmer to 
get his produce to market.' 


The reasoning, which is wholly fallacious, is that the farmer 


has to have a certain price for his crops on the farm, and that 
the cost of cartage is added to'the price. 
If this were the case 


the fanner living a dozen-miles from town would have to have 
more for his products than „.one nea.re'r by, but all know he 
does not receive it. The markets and not the farmers set the 
prices on agricultural products, and the roads have nothing 
whatever to do .with the case.

The roads in most parts of .the country have been greatly 


improved during the last 30 years and the price of farm prod- 
ucts has steadily advanced in. the meantime. 
To argue that 


prices would be still higher had. it noNieen for the improve- 
ment of the roads would'be to'beg the question. 'There are

way improvement. It heartily believes in it, but it also be- 
lieves that neither this nor any other worthy cause can be ad- 
vanced by indulging in child's talk.
